In Chicago, some lawmakers say en- 
ergy drinks are much more concentrated 
than soda, and are specifically marketed 
to young people who don’t understand 
their risks. Even at non-lethal doses, high 
levels of caffeine still can cause adverse re- 
actions, including jitteriness, anxiety, high 
blood pressure and heart rate, dehydration, 
nervousness, dizziness, irregular heart beat 
and caffeine dependence, Axe said. 

Concern over caffeine crashes and 
harmful health effects discourages West 
Loop resident Destiny Thompson, 32, 
from drinking energy drinks. She prefers 
a cup of black coffee in the morning, and 
maybe some tea in the afternoon if she 
feels tired. 

“I think that {energy drinks} are super- 
high in sugar, and even the calorie-free 
ones have tons of artificial sweeteners,” 
Thompson said. “For my own waistline 
and to be more natural, I stay away from 
energy drinks. I think something that in- 
creases your heart [rate] from a drink is 
not a good thing. Yes, coffee does the same 
thing, but not at the same level.” 

Aid. George Cardenas (12th), chair- 
man of the city’s health and environmen- 
tal committee and one of the sponsors of 
the bill to ban the sale of energy drinks 
to minors, said his experience drinking a 
20 -ounce energy drink before going to the 
gym one afternoon— then being unable to 
fall asleep until 1 a.m. —proved to him how 
potent they can be. 

“If you’re going to be up all night, by all 
means, chug one,” Cardenas said. “But it’s 
not something that you consume every

Mess with an ordinary mathematician and you likely will be on the receiving end 
of a dirty look. Mess with mathematician-slash-author-slash-boxer Keith Liddell, 
however, and you might be on the wrong end of a world record-setting punch. 


“Chicago has the record for the fastest 
hands,” he said. “That’s what I want people 
to see.” 

The 26 -year-old Logan Square resident 
has etched his name in the Guinness Book 
of World Records as the owner of the world’s 
fastest martial arts punch. On Oct. 6, Liddell 
threw a punch traveling 44 mph at Body Tac 
Karate Do jo in South Shore. 

Last month, Guinness alerted Liddell that 
he indeed had broken the record. The previous 
mark was 43.3 mph, achieved byjohn Ozuna in 
2008 in San Jose, Calif. Manu Gautam, records 


manager at Guinness, confirmed that Liddell 
is now the puncher to beat. 

“{My coach] said if I hit somebody in the 
windpipe with that move, it could possibly 
kill them,” he said. “We didn’t know it was 
that powerful. We thought it was just speed.” 

Liddell set his sights on breaking world re- 
cords after a double hernia derailed his Olym- 
pic boxing dreams in 2009. 

“My coach {Larry Tankson] was being face- 
tious,” Liddell said. “He said ‘you got a little bit 
of speed on you. Why don’t you try and break 
a world record?’ That’s how it all got started.” 


Measuring the speed of a punch is a lot differ- 
ent from measuring the speed of a car, however. 
Liddell said it’s more complicated than merely 
having someone train a radar gun on his fists. 

“They analyzed a lot of my work that I had 
done,” he said. “There’s a lot of precision. It 
has to be on contact. It has to be a 44 mph 
on contact. It can’t just be thrown at a speed 
instrument.” 

He said Tankson noticed something unusu- 
al when the two were working on his side jab. 

“We had a shield, a punching bag shield and 
I demonstrated the side jab,” he said. “When 
I did that, {Tankson} said to stop because it 
felt like his arm was going to break.” 

Liddell, who says he’s hoping to qualify for 
the 2016 Olympics, said throwing punches 
that are both swift and destructive involves 
just as much brain as brawn. 


“It’s moving your whole body into one mo- 
tion fluidly,” he said. “You have to generate 
something called torque, basically based upon 
full rotation on an axis point. With that move- 
ment, that’s how you generate velocity” 
Building that velocity in the gym isn’t a 
matter of being able to lift a ton of weight, 
either. Liddell said the average person can de- 
velop fast fists by doing basic exercises. 

“What you want is lean body tone; that will 
allow you to go quick,” he said. “Pushups, sit- 
ups, even possibly chin-ups. One-, two-hand 
pushups, pushups on the knuckles.” 

As for getting hit by a 44 mph punch, Liddell 
said he isn’t exactly sure how it would feel, and 
would rather avoid the experience if at all pos- 
sible. “I hope it never happens, buddy but I’ve 
been hit a lot,” he said.

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MTV cancels ‘Buckwild’ in 
wake of Gandee’s death

A week after the death of “Buckwild” realityTV star 
Shain Gandee, MTV has decided to cancel the series. 

Production on the show’s second season was sus- 
pended after news broke last week that the 21-year- 
old had been found dead in his truck, along with his 
uncle and a friend, after going “mudding” (off-road- 
ing), near Sissonville, WVa. 

Van Toffler, president of the MTV Viacom Music 
and Logo Group, said in an exclusive interview with 
The Wrap on Wednesday that he did not hesitate to 
cancel the series. 

“Shain was such a sweet kid. He was the heart and 
soul of the show, in many ways,” Toffler said. “So we 
have to deal with that emotionally So we do our own 
personal soul-searching and then we also, as we al- 
ways do, look at what’s going on in social media, we 
talk to our audience, and they felt the way we did in 
that— how can the show go on with this specter of 
a tragedy hanging over it? This guy was the rabble- 
rouser and he was the one who instigated a lot of the 
fun ... and we just felt like the show couldn’t go on 
without him.” 


Toffler said the network already had filmed three 
episodes of a new season, but will not air them. On 
Sunday MTV will run a special, “Buckwild: WV to 
the NYC,” that was shot before production had be- 
gun on the sophomore season. “There is a special trib- 
ute at the front of it and Sway our on-air personality 
will talk about Shain and his influence,” Toffler said. 

The special will follow a marathon showing of the 
first season’s episodes. 

“Thanks to everyone for their thoughts and 
prayers during this incredibly difficult time for our 
family We have truly felt all the love and know that 
Shain is resting peacefully” Loretta Gandee, Shain’s 
mother, said in a statement. ‘As we look to honor him 
in our lives every day moving forward, we are happy 
to share some of his last moments doing what he 
loved best: having fun and making people laugh.” 

“Buckwild” had been tapped to fill the big ratings 
shoes of “Jersey Shore.” With only one season under 
its belt, it’s hard to say if it could have reached “Jersey 
Shore” ratings. But its premiere drew an impressive 
2.5 million viewers— a 56 percent increase over “Jersey 
Shore’s” 2009 launch, which brought in 1.4 million.
